week the total tonnage of ships which entered 
the Port of Alexandria during the year 4906 
was 3,695,829 tons. In 1905 the total tor 
was 9,591,281, The increase during the 
year, therefore, amounts to, 104,548 tons, Grpat 
as the increase is, it falls short of the av. 
yearly increase ‘of the five preceditig years, 
which was 243,132 tons: ‘The tonnageofBritish, 
French and Italian shipping has decreaséd’ in 
almost identical proportiony to the total ton- 
nage ot each, whereas Greek, German, Belgian, 
Austro-Hungarian, Danish and. Ottoman 
shipping have increased in- varying degrees. 
British shipping claims 1,473,087 tons, or 
40 per cent. of the total amount, and more 
than the Ottoman, Austro-Hungarian, Italian 
and French shipping .combined. 

There has, nevertheless, been a donreasatt in 

British shipping of 48,792 tons as compated 
with the year 1905, whereas the average year- 
ly increase during the five preceding years was 
99,809 tons. 
Ottoman shipping, ag in 1905, occupies the 
second place with 844,238 tons, or ‘abont 
9 per cent. -of the shipping of the po 
representing an increase of 4,003 tons 
during the year, The average yearly in- 
crease during the five preceding years was 
32,868 tons. Austro-Hungarian «shipping, 
which occupied the fifth place in 1905, has 
risen above France and Italy to the ‘third 
place with a total of 325,549 tons, or 9 per 
cent. of the tonnage of the port, and has rea:

It is the 
period of the green water, a stretch of water 
computed to be 500 miles in length, and con- 
taining a fungus whose colour gives the name 
to the water: This piece’ of water takes from 
seven to fourteen’ days to pass. Assuan, and 
during that time it ia extremely dangerous to 
drink the water, as it brings on fever and colic. 
‘The smell is also most offensive. The residents 
at the Dam get the full benefit of this water, 
if.one may call it benefit, and at-present they 
do not'feel over happy at their lot. Bnt in 
time all’ this will be a thing of the past, and 
I feel quite loth to leave what appears to be, 
and cettainly is, a delighful spot to reside in.
